prefence of the Meeting by. the» following Gentle- 
men, Lord Saltoun, Sir, William Forbes of Craigie- 
var, Mr Skene of Dyce, Mr Mitchell of ‘Thain{ton, 
Dr Bannerman of Kirkhill, Mr Frafer of Frafer- 
field, Mr Milne of Crimonmoggate, Dr Skene of 
Berryhill, and Mr Black younger of Watridge- 
Muir.
